BUILDING FOR FISCAL 
YEAR NEARS RECORD 


Building activity in Palm Springs in the fiscal year, 
1950-51, will rate one of the highest 12-month periods of 
activity in the city’s history, P. M. Swart, building in­ 
spector, said Tuesday. 
Total for the first 11 months of the current fiscal 
year which started July 1, 1950, and ends tomorrow, is 
$5,958,159. 
June building will be over 
the $400,000 mark. Swart said, 
and the fiscal year may approx­ 
im ate $6,500,000. In the previous 
fiscal year, July, 1949, to June, 
1950, the 12-month total was 
$3,065,585. 


B I G G E S T YEAR in Palm 
Springs building was the cal­ 
endar year of 1946 when per­ 
mits issued during the 12-month 
period between January 1 and 
December 31 totalled $6,680,330. 
In March, that year, all rec­ 
ords were broken when building 
perm its were issued for con­ 
struction valued at $3,704,200. 
“But 
because of scarcity of 
m aterials and other factors, all 
of that building was not begun," 
said Swart. 
The calendar year of 1947 a l­ 
so topped the $6,000,000 mark 
when permits totalling $6,661,. 
154 were issued. 


IN 1948, building dropped off 
to $5,156,037 and in 1949 to $2,­ 
345,740. 
In the 1951 calendar year, the 
total w as $4,481,526. 
August, 1950, was the fourth 
largest month for building in 
the city's history and January, 
1951, tht third. 
Only two other 
months, March, 1946, and De­ 
cember, 1947, 
topped them. 
In the fiscal year, not count­ 
ing June which is still incom-

“Tax ratos in Riverside county 
will bo lowered by at least five 
cents per 100 of assessed valua­ 
tion,” County Supervisor Homer 
Varner announced Monday. 
A telegram received bv Varner 
from Sacramento revealed that 
the child-aid bill was passed b\ 
an overwhelming majority. This 
bill would transfer the cost of 
child aid from the county to the 
state: saving Riverside county 
approximately 
$100,000 
an­ 
nually. 
Varner spent considerable time 
in Sacramento in a concerted ef 
fort to get the child aid bill pass­ 
ed before the budget for the fis­ 
cal year beginning July 1 was 
set up. 
VARNER ALSO was lauded for 
his efforts to have assembly 
bill 3217 sent to the interim 
comimittee for further studv 
Assembly Bill 3217 would ro- 
0uire unincorporated, so called 
“fringe” areas, such as La Quin­ 
ta and Cathedral City to pay for 
municipal services such as fire 
and police protection in addi­ 
tion to countv taxes. 
William MacDougall, m anag­ 
er of the California Supervisors 
Association, wired Varner as fol 
lows: 
"SENATE has completely vin­ 
dicated your position on Assem­ 
bly Bill 3217 by overwhelming 
vote, sending the bill to interim 
committee for studv which is 
exactly what you, and the Cali­ 
fornia Supervisors Association, 
recommended. 
"Assembly has just passed the 
Child Aid Bill, Senate Bill 1093 
saving counties $4,000,000 an­ 
nually. 
Bill now goes to the 
governor. Please urge his ap­ 
proval. Your personal support 
has made these victories pos­ 
sible.” 
The supervisors are now con­ 
ducting informal public hear­ 
ings on a preliminary budget.

I said, my op­ 
position to additional taxes at 
this time, and mv decision to 
vote to recommit the bill before 
us, is based on the conviction 
fitst ° 
things should come 
if new and heavier Federal 
taxes are to be part of the pav- 
as-you-go mobilization: if tht>y 
are to help the fight against in­ 
flation, by siphoning off con­ 
sumer buying power, then the 
government must see to it that 
government wastefulness does 
not defeat these purposes. W’e 
have reached a saturation point. 
Additional tax levies wll not 
necessarily bring larger reve­ 
nues. 
THE ADMINISTRATION 
ap­ 
pears to assum e that govern­ 
ment spending is not inflation­ 
ary. while that of individual cit­ 
izens is 
inflationary 
Govern­ 
ment spending is directly infla­ 
tionary. 
Government does no­ 
thing to create wealth. Govern­ 
ment spends. Non-governmetit 
spending, on the other hand, is 
channeled back into the produc­ 
tion of goods and services which 
are essential to economic and to 
military strength. 
It follows 
that a sincere effort on the part 
of the administration to bring 
about economy in its own oper­ 
ations, and to enforce orthodox 
credit curbs, must precede the 
imposition of additional taxes. 
I then gave figures. 
taken 
from Appropriations Committee 
records, showing that the Fed­ 
eral Security Agencv. as an ex­ 
ample, spent $758,536,061 in 1939 
and lum ped to $928,077,000 in 
1947, Mr. Truman’s first budget, 
and to $2,154,483,011 in the re­ 
quest for next year, which w'ill 
be Mr. Truman's fifth 
peace­ 
tim e budget. The last is an in­ 
crease of 132.1 per cent and the 
increase for all agencies, in­ 
cluding both domestic and war 
needs, is over 80 per cent in the 
five years. I have a number of 
individual percentages. 
I CALLED ATTENTION to the 
fact that all these are post-war 
increases, and that the rate is 
accelerating, instead of drop­ 
ping. So great has been the in­ 
crease that the civilian payroll 
alone is today over $8. billion. 
This is equal to the figure at 
the peak of Wrorld War II, when 
government apifiding reached 
an all-tim e high. 
I took a certain amount of 
pride in the fact that the sub­ 
com m ittee of which I am 
a 
member, in spite of having sev­ 
eral war agencies like the At­ 
omic Energy Commission, 
the 
M aritime Commission, the N. A. 
C. A. and the Veterans Adminis­ 
tration had, in these same five 
vears encouraged an over all 
DECREASE of 20.3 per cent. 
I concluded: Because of the 
apparent unwillingness of the 
adm inistration to reduce spend­ 
ing. even in peacetime, and its 
w eakness 
for 
money-wasting 
schem es. I cannot in good con­ 
science support the proposed bill 
to im pose additional taxes on 
the sm aller taxpayers of 
the 
United States. 
If Congress and the adm inis­ 
tration w ill unite to reduce 
spending, then w ill be the time 
to consider the necessary steps 
to drain off the consumers' 
spending power by 
increased 
taxes if necessary, applying the 
new revenues to the immediate 
demands of war, carefully iden­ 
tified. and to payments on the 
national debt.

Tax rate of two cents per $100 
of assessed valuation for ad ­ 
ministration of the county’s sev­ 
en flood control zones was ten ­ 
tatively approved Monday 
by 
Supervisors. 
Supervisors, acting as adm in­ 
istrators of the County 
Flood

Harold Hicks, president of the 
water company here said that 
unlike Banning whose populace 
is dependent on the

flow of water, Palm Springs has 
several wells that are capable 
of supplying more than the pres­ 
ent needs of that im portant liq­ 
uid on the desert.
